Director Seth Gordon of the fish 
and game department has issued 
orders to all concerned to survey 
and reevaluate all projects, pro- 
grams and installations for the 
purpose of reducing every expense 
possible. 

The first operation in this area 
“to get the ax, or at least that is 
the intent at the moment, is the 
Porterville game bird farm. Dave 
q5elleck, supervisor of game man- 
agement for this district says that 
the discontinuance of this farm 
will save sportsmen about $8,000 
per year and will not reduce the 
pheasant output. The pens would 
be moved to the Fresno game farm 
and increase the bird output fa- 
cilities there. The positions are 
now vacant and the Porterville 
employees would be moved into 
them, thus reducing salaries but 
putting no one out of a job. 

Apparently fish and game offi- 
cials are a bit concerned over their 
ever increasing expense budget 
that is not being offset by suffi- 
cient income. Added to this is 
the general opposition to a raise 
in the fishing or hunting license 
fee. 

The department’s budget to be 
presented to this coming session of 
the legislature is $10,004,019, 
which will be in excess of the esti- 
mated income by some $1,303,764. 
Add to this the surprising an- 
nouncement by Director Gordon 
that the department expects to 
amend the budget to allow for 25 
additional game wardens at about 
$250,000 in expense each year. No 
doubt about the need for addi- 
tional game wardens in view of no 
additions since the war, but this 
added cost, will have to be met by 
a curtailment of some other opera- 
tion or more funds, 

Don’t be surprised if some state 
legislator don’t introduce a bill at 
the forthcoming session to collect 
more cash from the sportsmen. 

Said Gordon in a recent state- 
ment, “Within a short time, the 
sportsmen and department will be 
faced with the alternative of re- 
ducing services or finding addi- 
tional sources of income. Although 
there has been an increase in in- 
come because of the additional 
number of licenses sold, this in- 
crease has not kept pace with the 
reduced buying power of the dol- 
lar, statutory increase in state sal- 
aries and demands for services by 
fishing and hunting license buy- 
ers.”’ Z 

Fish and Game Commission 
holds a meeting in Sacramento, 
January 6 at which time all rec- 
ommendations for the 1956 angl- 
ing regulations will be received. 
If suggestions are not presented 
at this particular meeting, they 
can not be acted upon for another 
year. The commission will prom- 
ulgate the new angling regula- 
tions on February 24.

beverages to minors. Between 35 
and 40 minors are arrested an-

school functions.” 

Local juvenile delinquent cases 
are usually handled in Porterville 
as there is one city officer assigned 
to this work. Kendrick feels that 
a local officer will have more in- 
terest in a juvenile than a county 
officer, also that with one officer 
handling all cases, treatment will 
be uniform and fair. 


Chief Kendrick has found that 
through local handling of ju- 
veniles there are fewer second of- 
fenders, since by keeping the indi- 
viduals in Porterville they do not 
have a chance to associate with 
the hardened criminal often found 
in detention homes and camps. 
Second offenders however are usu- 
ally sent to homes, since Kendrick 
feels in event of a second offense, 
the special officer and method of 
treatment is not getting the job 
done. 

“We have founde that the same 
group is involved in nearly every 
case of fighting and mischief that 
is reported in Porterville; we do 
not feel that there has been any 
increase in juvenile trouble in Por- 
terville during the past year”, 
stated Kendrick.

It is preferable not to try and 
move or operate any farm equip- 
ment under its own power until 
it has been thoroughly inspected 
for damage, dirt and debris. Some 
suggestions, follow for the use of 
farmers who have had their equip- 
ment damaged by the flood: 

Clean and. oil all bearings, 
sprockets, chains, and gears not 
protected against the entrance of 
water and grit. Sometimes bear- 
ings equipped with grease cups 
or Alemite or Zerk fittings can be 
sufficiently cleaned by forcing 
grease or oil through them until 
a considerable amount has oozed 
out from sides of the bearings. 


After cleaning the bearings and 
replacing the parts removed, care- 
fully turn over the moving parts 
of the machine by hand to make 
sure that they work freely and 
that no dirt or debris remains to 
interfere with operation of the 
machine,

replace them as needed. 


Unroll, clean, and thoroughly 
dry all canvas conveyors or .covers 
on the machine or in storage to 
prevent mildewing. 


Examine the knife bars of bind- | 


ers and mowers and free them of 
dirt.

Wet Hay Must Be Carefully Checked 
To Prevent Damage By Heat Buildup 


By Maurice J. Hogan, Farm Advisor 
The'flood damage to hay, is quite extensive in Tulare county, par- 
ticularly in the south and’east Visalia area, Exeter, and west Tulare. 
In a check made this week of several stacks to determine the amount

of heating that was taking place in this damaged hay, it was showk 
that high temperatures were already being reached. 


The temperatures of these sev- 
eral stacks range from 160° F. 
to 175° F. It was recommended 
that immediate attention be given 
to the possibility of re-stacking 
this damaged hay as it presents a 
definite fire hazard. Quite of- 
ten hay does not actually burst 
into flames, but it may remain for 
several weeks in a smoldering con- 
dition, thus ruining a greater 
amount. 

Baled wet hay should be remov- 
ed as soon as possible. These bales 
should be opened and spread out 
so that they may dry. This dam- 
aged or wet hay should be fed to 
cattle first. Wet hay is not in- 


PRUNE, APRICOT

Grower-Members of the Califor- 
nia Prune and Apricot Growers 
Association will receive a distribu- 
tion of $1,973,965 early in Janu- 
ary, Director Frank H. Pratt of 
the Visalia Prune and Apricot as- 
sociation announced this week. 
This will include first progress 
payments on 1955 crop prunes and 
dried peaches. 

He said that General Manager

market for 1955 crop dried fruits 
has been satisfactory to date, but 
that the period of heavy consump- 
tion is still ahead. Heaviest de- 
mand for dried fruits is usually 
during the winter months. Mr. 
Kluge added that there is nothing 
in the present market outlook to 
cause uneasiness as far as dried 
fruits are concerned.
